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INTRODUCTION. 


Though devotion to the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus was of great antiquity 
in the Church, yet it was reserved 
to Blessed Margaret Mary Alacoque, 
of the order of the Visitation, to 
make this devotion public. During 
the octave of Corpus Christi, in the 
year 1690, our blessed Lord appeared 
to his devoted servant, and disclosing 
to her his heart, said: “ Behold this 
Heart, which, notwithstanding the 
burning love for man with which it is 
consumed and exhausted, meets with 
no other return from the generality of 
Christians than sacrilege, contempt, 
indifference, and ingratitude, even in 
the sacrament of my love But what 
pierces my heart most deeply is, that I 
am subjected to those insults by per- 
sons specially consecrated to my ser- 
vice. Wherefore, I require of you to 
cause the first Friday after the octave 
of the blessed saerame H to be dedicat- 
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ed to honor my Heart, by receiving 
the holy communion, and making an 
act of atonement to repair the many 
indignities which have been offered to 
the holy sacrament while exposed on 
the altars; and in return, I promise that 
this Heart shall be dilated to pour out 
in abundance the influence of divine 
love on all who shall render to it this 
honor, or cause it to be rendered.” But 
what will it avail us to have listened to 
these so just complaints of our Saviour, 
if we are not moved with compassion, 
and generously resolved to testify our 
sorrow for our past indifference by 
honoring his Sacred Heart, and by re- 
pairing, as far as lies in our power, the 
insults to which his ardent desire to 
dwell with the children of men daily 
exposes him in the august sacrament of 
his love. If gratitude to the God who 
suffered such torments for our salva- 
tion does not incline us to accept his 
gracious invitation, and to rank our* 
selves among the number of his adorers, 
at least let the recollection of the many 
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spiritual advantages to be derived from 
devotion to the Sacred Heart induce 
us to pray fervently and humbly, that 
he, who has himself declared that it 
was a last effort of his love for man 
that induced him to discover to them 
the treasures of his Heart, may infuse 
into our souls the great gift of true 
piety to his most Sacred Heart. Let 
us respond to the call of this adorable 
Heart. It longs to rescue and shield us 
from the arch-enemy of our salvation. 
If the recollection of your unworthiness 
discourage you, call to mind the words 
of your Saviour, “ Come to me, all you 
that labor and are heavily burdened, 
and I will refresh you.” Remember 
that the Sacred Heart, which is com- 
passion itself, is ever open to receive 
and shelter the repentant sinner. If 
you are bowed down by sin or sorrow, 
if temptations assail you, or the sight 
pf your many infidelities and frequent 
relapses induce you to despair, fly with 
confidence to this furnace of love, for 
there, and there alone, will you find 
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joy and consolation. “ O sweetest Je- 
sus,” says St. Bernard, “what riches 
do you not enclose in your Heart! How 
easy for us to enrich ourselves, since 
we possess in the holy eucharist this 
infinite treasure! ” If you are anxious 
to make atonement to the eternal 
Father for your many acts of ingrati- 
tude to him, offer him the merits of his 
divine Son. “ Honor the adorable 
Heart of Jesus, by constant acts of 
fervent devotion.” says Lanspergius, 
“ offer all your petitions to God through 
that divine Heart, unite your intentions 
and actions to its merits ; for it is the 
rich treasury of heaven. In your 
troubles and perplexities seek refuge 
in the Sacred Heart, and be convinced 
that though all the world should forget 
and forsake you, Jesus will ever be 
your faithful friend, and his Heart your 
secure asylum.” In the eucharist Je- 
sus bestows on us the most precious 
gift which even a God can give — his 
own Sacred Heart; and the only return 
he requires from us is, that we should 
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give him our hearts in exchange. “Son 
give me thy heart.” Determine, then, 
to respond to the affectionate solicita- 
tion of your Saviour. Never let a day 
pass without performing some pious 
exercise in honor of his Sacred Heart. 
Our Lord himself directed St. Mech- 
tilde to let her first act when she awoke 
be to salute his Sacred Heart, and to 
offer him her own. Frequently during 
the day make fervent aspirations in 
honor of the Sacred Heart. Assist de- 
voutly at the holy sacrifice of the Mass, 
and endeavor, as far as lies in your 
power, to make atonement to Jesus for 
the many outrages he has received in 
the sacrament of his love. As the first 
Friday of the month is in a special 
manner devoted to honor the Sacred 
Heart, be careful to consecrate that 
day to the love of our blessed Saviour. 
Cause your name to be enrolled in the 
“ Confraternity of the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus,” which has been enriched by the 
Holy See with considerable indulgences. 
The duties are few and easy, and do not 
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bind under pain of sin, but merely un- 
der forfeitures of the indulgences. 
They are but two in number. First, 
daily to recite, in honor of the Sacred 
Heart, the Our Father , Hail Mary , 
and Greed , with the following aspira- 
tion : 

“ O Heart of Jesus, grant that I may 
love thee daily more and more.” 

Second — To pass one hour before the 
blessed sacrament on any one day of 
the year selected by the member on his 
joining the association; that hour to be 
spent in prayer, to repair the outrages 
offered to the Sacred Heart in the holy 
eucharist. Go to communion on the 
day of your entrance into the confra- 
ternity, in order to gain the plenary in- 
dulgence granted on that occasion. 
Every associate should have in his house 
a picture of the Sacred Heart. Our 
Blessed Lord, speaking on this subject 
to Margaret Mary, says : “ I am much 
pleased with the devotion the faithful 
show for my Heart, and for this reason 
I desire the picture thereof may be 
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drawn and exposed, that by this so 
amiable a representation the hearts of 
men may be softened into repentance. 
I promise that such as, in a more par- 
ticular manner, honor this picture, shall 
partake more amply of those graces 
with which my Heart is replenished.” 

We find in the Hearts of Jesus and 
Mary, light, love, fortitude, resignation, 
zeal, patience, peace, and rest. 

SALUTARY PRACTICES. 

1. Carefully avoid all sin, for it is the 
only cause of sorrow to the Hearts of 
Jesus and Mary. 

2. Perform all your devotions and 
actions in union with the Hearts of Je- 
sus and Mary. 

3. Beg all graces through their in- 
tercession, repeating frequently, and 
especially in time of temptation, the 
prayer, “Sweet Hearts of Jesus and 
Mary, be my refuge.”

General Indulgences 

The Guard of Honor, enriched by his 
Holiness Pius IX. with all the indulgences 
granted to the Archconfraternity of the Sacred 
Heart established in Rome, has, moreover, 
been gratified by an Apostolic Brief, dated 
April 7th, 1865, which grants to the Associates 
the following Indulgences : 

1. An Indulgence of seven years and seven 
quarantines for the Hour of Guard each day. 

2. An Indulgence of one hundred days for 
each of the other hours that the Associates 
may consecrate in the same way to the Heart 
of Jesus. 

3. Plenary Indulgence once a month (the 
day may be chosen, ordinary conditions), 
when one has been faithful in making his 
Hour of Guard during the month. (Appli- 
cable to the souls in Purgatory.) 
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To belong to the Guard of Honor and to 
gain the Indulgences attached to it, it is 
necessary — 

1. To be enrolled by the Head of the Work 
or by one of the Directors or Zelators. 

2. To be recorded on a Clock of the Sacred 
Heart. 

3. To make one’s Hour of Guard. 

4. To commence one’s Hour as soon as one 
discovers that he has forgotten it. 

It is during his Hour op Guard that 
each Associate is urged to offer the chalice of 
benediction to the Most Adorable Trinity. 
He ought, then, during that hour, to renew 
without ceasing the Most Precious Offering 
of the Blood and Water flowing from the 
Wound of the Heart of Jesus; and this 
may be done mentally without being noticed, 
in going, in coming, in working, in suffering, 
in conversing ; even, in fact, by each beating 
of the heart. 

The Most Preoious Offering. 

Heavenly Father ! accept as a propitiation 
for the needs of the Church, and in reparation 
for the sins of men, the most precious drops 
of Blood and Water flowing from the divine 
Wound of the Heart of Jesus, and grant us 
mercy . — Forty days * Indulgence . 

Our Lady of the S. Heart, protect the Guard 
of Honor. 
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Object of the Association. 

It is to respond to the sorrowful complaint 
of our Lord that the Guard of Honor has 
been organized. 

The members who compose it shall v by 
their devotedness and their love , strive to con- 
sole the Heart of Jesus, drowned in grief at 
the forgetfulness and ingratitude of men, for 
whom he suffered so much! whom he loves 
so ardently! and by whom he is so little 
loved ! 

Like respectful and loving children who 
try to console their tender Father, and to 
make amends to him for all that their un- 
grateful and unnatural brothers make him 
suffer, the Guards of Honor succeed each 
other by turns before their Saviour Jesus, 
to offer to his most tender Heart, respect, 
love, devotedness and consolation. 

Organization of the Association. 

The Associates choose, once for all, a con- 
venient hour of the day for this devotion. At 
the beginning of this hour of guard, without 
in any way changing their ordinary occupa- 
tions, the Associates station themselves in 
spirit at the Post of love — the Tabernacle; 
there they offer to Jesus all their thoughts, 
words, actions, sufferings, and, above all, the 
desire they have to console his tender Heart, by 
their fidelity and their love. During the coucse 
of the hour, the Associates try to think a 
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little Oftener of our Lord, make at least an 
a<5t of love, and, if they can, a little sacri- 
fice. But nothing, absolutely nothing, is 
prescribed or of obligation; nothing but a 
good will is required, the Associates being 
free to follow the impulse of their hearts ana 
their piety in sanctifying this blessed hour 

Note. — If the Associates forget their hour of 
guard, they can resume it as soon as they 
perceive the omission. 

The Heart of Jesus mil heap grace upon grace , 
blessing upon blessing, on those faithful ana com- 
passionate souls who wilt fulfil this mission of 
devotedness and love.

A Plenary Indulgence to all the faithful 
who, being truly penitent, after confession 
and communion, shall visit any church or 
public oratory in which the feast of the 
Sacred Heart is celebrated, and pray there 
for the intention of the Sovereign Pontiff. 

He granted also permission to transfer the 
feast, with leave of the ordinaries of the 
respective places, to any other day in the 
year. 


The Month of the Sacred Heart. 

His Holiness, Pope Pius IX., by a decree of 
the S. Congr. of Indulgences, May 8, 1873, 
granted to all the faitnfui who, during the 
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month of June, either in public or in private, 
shall, with at least contrite heart, say some 
special prayers, or perform some pious acts 
in honor of the most Sacred Heart of Jesus : 

An Indulgence of seven years, once a day. 

A Plenary Indulgence, on any one day of 
the month, provided that, being truly penitent, 
after confession and communion, they shall 
visit some church or public oratory, and pray 
there devoutly, for some time, for the inten- 
tion of his Holiness. 

An Indulgence of One Hundred Days, once 
a day. 

Novena in Honor of the Sacred Heart 
of Jesus. 

The Sovereign Pontiff, Pius VII., by a 
rescript of the S. Congr. of Indulgences, Jan. 
13, 1818, granted to all the faithful who, 
at any time during the year, shall, with at 
least contrite heart and devotion, make the 
novena in honor of the Sacred Heart of Jesus, 
composed by Father Borgo of the Society of 
Jesus, or any other they may prefer: 

An Indulgence of Three Hundred Days, 
every day. 

A Plenary Indulgence on the day immedi- 
ately after the novena, or during the octave, 
provided that, being truly penitent, after 
confession and communion, they shall visit a 
church, or public oratory, and pray there for 
the intention of the Sovereign Pontiff. 
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Novena to the Sacred Heart of 
J E8US. 

In union with Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart, and St. Joseph, Patron of 
the Universal Church. 

To be made before the First Friday of each 
month.

Act op Consecration to the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus. 

Approved by Decree of the Sacred Congregation of 
Rites, April 22d, 1875. 

O Jesus! my Redeemer and my God! 
notwithstanding the great love Thou 
hast for men, for whose redemption Thou 
didst pour out all Thy precious blood. 
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Thou art so tittle loved by them ; Thom 
art even grievously offended and out- 
raged by them, especially by blasphemy 
and the profanation of holy feasts ! Ah ! 
would that I could make to Thy Divine 
Heart some satisfaction ; that I could 
repair the great ingratitude and negleet 
with which Thou art treated by the 
greater part of mankind! O, that I 
could obtain from It the conversion of 
sinners, and arouse from their indiffer- 
ence so many others, who, though they 
have the happiness to belong to Thy 
Church, have not at heart the interests 
of Thy glory and of the Church, Thy 
Spouse ! O, that I could obtain from It 
that those Catholics also, who still show 
themselves such by many external acts 
of charity, but, obstinately clinging to 
their own opinions, refuse submission to 
the decisions of the Holy See, or cherish 
sentiments at variance with its teaching 
— would look to themselves, and come 
to the conviction that he who refuses to 
hear the Church in everything, refuses 
to hear God who is with her. 
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In order to attain these holy results, 
and also to obtain triumph and lasting 
peace for Thy Immaculate Spouse, the 
happiness and prosperity of Thy Vicar 
on earth; in order to obtain the fulfil- 
ment of his holy intentions, and also that 
the members of the clergy may sanctify 
themselves more and more, and may be 
pleasing in Thy sight ; and for so many 
other intentions, which Thou, O my 
Jesus, knowest to be conformable to Thy 
divine will, and which may help in some 
way to the conversion of sinners and to 
the sanctification of the just, in order 
that we may all, one day, secure the 
eternal salvation of our souls ; in fine, 
because I know, my Jesus, that I shall 
thus be doing a thing very pleasing to 
Thy most tender Heart— prostrate at 
Thy feet, in the presence of the most 
holy Virgin Mary and of the whole court 
of heaven, I solemnly acknowledge that, 
by every title of justice and gratitude, I 
belong wholly and only to Thee, my Re- 
deemer, Jesus Christ, who art the only 
source of all good both in my body ana 
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my soul; and in union with the intention 
of the Sovereign Pontiff, I consecrate to 
Thy most Sacred Heart myself and all 
that I have. I wish to love and serve It 
alone with all my soul, with all my heart, 
with all my strength, making Thy will 
mine, and uniting all my sorrows to thine. 

Lastly, as a public token of this conse- 
cration which I make, I declare solemnly 
to Thee, O my God, that in future, to 
the honor of the same Sacred Heart, I 
will observe, according to the laws of the 
Church, all the feasts of obligation, and 
procure their observance by all those 
over whom I may have any influence or 
authority. 

And thus placing together, in Thy ami- 
able Heart, all these holy desires and 
resolutions with which Thy grace inspires 
me, I trust that I may make some atone- 
ment to It for the many insults It re- j 
ceives from the ungrateful children of 
men, and may find happiness for my own 
soul and for the souls of all my brethren, 
in this life and in the next. Anum,

Note. In many churches and chapels, by means of 
small contributions, a lamp is kept burning day and 
night before the picture of the Sacred Heart. The 
object and beautiful significance or this custom is the 
subject of the following hymn.

Bray for the Dying. Some day they will 
pray for you when in your agony. What a 
consolation in those last terrible moments ! 


Spread this devotion to the Agonizing 
Heart of Jesus, introduce it into your families, 
into religious communities, and this Sacred 
Heart will bless you. If by the fervor of 
your prayers you succeed in saving one soul 
daily, at the end of a year this number would 
amount to 365 souls ; at the end of ten years 
to 3,650 souls. What a harvest! What a

Faith teaches, and we are bound to believe 
that Jesus Christ is really present in the con- 
secrated Host, under the appearance of 
bread. But we must know also that he re- 
mains on our altars, as on the throne of love 
and mercy, there to dispense his graces to 
us, and to show his love. He remains with 
us night and day, m this hidden manner, 
that Christians may visit him in the church, 
and by their devotions, their thanksgivings 
and affections, gratefully acknowledge and 
honor the loving presence of Jesus Christ, 
dwelling in the Sacrament of the altar. In 
the following devotions you will find many 
examples of the tender affection with which 
souls inflamed with the love of God, desired 
to remain in the presence of the most Holy 
Sacrament. You will find that all the saints 
have been enamored of this sweet devotion. 
On this earth we cannot find a more bril- 
liant jewel, or a more lovely treasure, thai 
Jesus in the Sacrament. Oh, how delight 
ful it is to remain with faith, and with a 
tender devotion, at the foot of the altar, and 
to converse familiarly with Jesus Christ.

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If Thou Didst Believe. 


Behold I Am Always With You. 
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who dwells in our tabernacles for the pur- 
pose of hearing the prayers of all who visit 
him! How delightful to implore his pardon 
for our offences, to lay before him all our 
wants, as one friend does to another in 
whom he places all his confidence, to ask 
his grace, his love, and his glory! But O 
what a Paradise to continue in acts of love 
to that Lord, who remains on the altar in* 
terceding before his Father in our behalf, 
and burning with love for us! Blessed 
Henry Suso used to say that Jesus, on the 
altar, hears the prayers of the faithful 
more readily than he does in any other 
place. Make a trial of this devotion, and 
you will see the great fruit which you will 
gather from it. Be sure that of all the mo- 
ments of your life, the time which you spend 
in devotion before this divine Sacrament 
will be that which shall give you the great- 
est support during life, and the greatest con- 
solation at the hour of death, and for all 
eternity. And be persuaded that you will 
gain more in a quarter of an hour spent in 
prayer before the Holy Eucharist, than in 
all the other spiritual exercises of the day. 

Do not, then, O devout soul, refuse to be- 
gin this devotion. From this day forward, 
retire each day from the conversation of 
men, and remain for some time, for a half- 
hour, or at least a quarter, in some church, 
before Jesus Christ in the Holy Sacrament. 
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Prayer for the Visit to the Bless- 
ed Sacrament. 

Lord J esus Christ, who, through the 
love which thou bearest to men, dost 
remain with them, day and night, in 
this sacrament, full of mercy and of 
love, expecting, inviting, and receiving 
all who come to visit thee; I believe 
that thou art present in the sacrament 
of the altar. From the abyss of my 
nothingness I adore thee, and I thank 
thee for all the favors which thou hast 
bestowed upon me, particularly for 
having given me thyself in this sacra- 
ment, for having given me for my ad- 
vocate thy most holy mother, Mary, 
and for having called me to visit thee 
in this church. 

I, this day, salute thy most loving 
heart, and I wish to salute it for three 
ends: first, in thanksgiving for this 
great gift; secondly, in compensation 
for all the injuries thou hast received 
from thy enemies, in this sacrament; 
thirdly, I wish, by this visit, to adore 
thee in all places in which thou art 
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least honored and most abandoned in 
the holy sacrament. My Jesus, I love 
thee with my whole heart. I am sorry 
for having hitherto offended thy infi- 
nite goodness. I purpose, with the as- 
sistance of thy grace, never more to 
offend thee : and at this moment, miser- 
able as I am, I consecrate my whole 
being to thee. I give thee my entire 
will, all my affections and desires, and 
all that I have. From this day forward 
do what thou wilt with me, and with 
whatever belongs to me. I ask and 
desire only thy holy love, the gift of 
final perseverance, and the perfect ac- 
complishment of thy will. I recom- 
mend to thee the souls in purgatory^ 
particularly those who were most de- 
voted to the blessed sacrament and to 
most holy Mary; and I also recommend 
to thee all poor sinners. Finally, my 
dear Saviour, I unite all my affections 
with the affections of thy most loving 
heart; and, thus united, I offer them to 
thy eternal Father, and I entreat him, in 
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Thy name, and for Thy sake, to accept 
them. 

100 days’ indulgence. Plenary indulgence once a 
month. 

Prayer to the Blessed Sacrament. 

Look down, O Lord! from Thy sanc- 
tuary, and from heaven, Thy dwelling 
place, and behold this holy Victim, 
which Thy holy Child, Jesus, our Lord, 
and great High Priest, offers up to 
Thee for the sins of his brethren; and 
let not Thy wrath be kindled upon us 
for the multitude of our transgressions.

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The Devotion of the “Quarant Ore,” 
or Forty Hours. 


This devotion continues for forty hours, in 
memory of the forty hours during which the 
body of our Lord remained in the sepulchre. 
It Was begun at Milan in 1524, was intro- 
duced into Rome by St. Philip Neri in 1548, 
and sanctioned by Pope Clement VIII., who 
issued a solemn Bull respecting it, November 
25th, 1592. 

This devotion owes its origin to Father 
Joseph, a Capuchin friar at Milan. In the 
year 1534, the city of Milan was suffering all 
the miseries attendant on war, and was re- 
duced almost to despair, when Father Joseph 
called upon the citizens to raise their eyes 
from the miseries around them, and look up 
to heaven for succor, assuring them, on the 
part of God, that if they would give them- 
selves to fervent prayer for forty hours, theii 
city and their country .would be liberated 
from the devastations of their enemies. The 
citizens obeyed the call. The Forty Hours 
Prayer commenced in the cathedral, and was 
taken up by the pther churches of the city in 
rotation. The people meanwhile attended 
with fervor at the appointed prayers, and 
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approached with great devotion the Sacra- 
ments of Penance and Holy Communion. 
Heaven did not delay to fulfil the assurance 
given by the pious servant of God ; for in a 
short time the Emperor Charles V., and 
Francis, King of France, were seen at the gate 
of Milan arranging the articles of peace. 

The prayer of the Forty Hours was estab- 
lished forever by Pope Clement VIII., for the 
whole course of the year, in regular continu- 
ous succession, from one church to another, 
commencing on the first Sunday in Advent. 
This pope was moved to establish this devo- 
tion by the public troubles of Holy Church, 
in order that, day and night, the faithful 
might appease their Lord by prayer, before 
the Blessed Sacrament in solemn exposition. 
The Indulgences are : A Plenary Indulgence 
to all who, after Confession and Communion, 
shall devoutly visit any church and pray there 
for the intention of the pope. An Indulgence 
of Ten Years and as many Quarantines for 
every visit made with contrition and a purpose 
of going to Confession. This Indulgence was 
confirmed by His Holiness, Pope Pius IX., 
by rescript, Nov. 26, 1876. By a rescript, May 
10, 1807, Pius VII. declared further, that 
henceforth and forever, in the churches where 
the Blessed Sacrament is exposed, all the 
altars are privileged during the time of the 
exposition. 
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Praises to His Holy Name. 

For the love we owe to God, and for the honor 
pf his most holy name the following devout a ; t 
of praise is to be said by way of repara- 
tion for the grievous offences which are com 
mitted against him by blasphemies; and in ordei 
that all the faithful may be incited to say them 
with devotion for every time that they are said 
with a contrite heart Pope Pius VII. granted — 
One year s Indulgence. 

His Holiness our Sovereign Lord Pius IX. 
grants likewise m addition to the above — 

A Plenary Indulgence once a month to all 
those who at least once a day recite the said act 
of praise, provided that, being truly contrite 
they Confess and Communicate, and visit some 
church or public oratory and pray there accord* 
ing to the mind of his holiness.

ON DEVOTION TO THE 


Blessed Virgin. 


It is the opinion of St. Bernard, and of the 
generality of the theologians, that God gives 
no grace to man that does not pass through 
the hands of Mary. Hence, Suarez asserts that 
it is the sentiment of the Universal Church, 
that, to obtain God's graces, the intercession 
of Mary is not only useful, but even neces- 
sary. “ Do you hope,” asks St. Bernard, “to 
escape tlio horrors of spiritual shipwreck ? 
Look on Mary, the bright star of the sea. In 
temptations, in all perplexities, call on Mary. 
Let her holy name ever hover on your lips ; 
let it be deeply engraven on your heart. You 
cannot go astray while following her guidance : 
you cannot sink in despair while permitted to 
invoke her aid, you cannot fall while sup- 
ported by her strength : you need not fear 
while shielded by her patronage. If she ad- 
vocate your cause, you cannot fail to reach 
the haven of eternal peace.” Mary is an ad- 
vocate as merciful as she is powerful. Hence 
fct. Bernard exhorts us to recommend our- 
selves with great confidence in all our neces- 
sities to this powerful advocate, who is all 
sweetness and benignity to those who invoke 
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her intercession. “O God,” exclaims St. 
Liguori, “ how great shall be the remorse of 
the damned Christian in thinking that duxing 
life ho could have saved his soul with so 
much facility by invoking the intercession of 
this Mother of mercy ; that he had not done 
so : and that there shall be no more time to 
do it!” “Perhaps,” says h-t. Bonaventure, 
“we are in doubt whether Mary will hear us 
when we address our prayers to her. No; 
Mary does not refuse, and never has refused, 
pity and aid to any sinner who has invoked 
her intercession.” V Thou art the queen of 
mercy,” says St. Bernard, “and who but the 
miserable aro subjects of mercy ? Devotion 
to the Blessed Virgin is an assured mark of 
predestination, for Mary is all-powerful with 
her divine Son.” “ The prayer of the divine 
Mother,” says St. Antonine, “partakes of the 
nature of a command, and therefore it is im- 
possible for her not to be heard.” 

Ah ! let us never cease to have recourse in 
all our necessities to the divine mother, who 
is always ready to obtain relief for all who 
pray to her. But let us remember that devo- 
tion to the.Mother of God, if real, must neces- 
sarily be practical. The holy fathers tell us, 
mat in vain we flatter ourseives we love the 
Son, if we do not love the Mother ; and that 
these two sentiments cannot be separated. 
They consider the love and devotion to Mary 
as one of the most precious gifts of grace, and

the surest mark of predestination. But shall 
not the love of Mary for us inspire us also 
with love for her V she studies our wants, 
feels our afflictions, anticipates our requests, 
bears with our defects, and forgets our in- 
gratitude. What, therefore, ought to be our 
eagerness to return her love for love ! Let us, 
then, avail ourselves of every opportunity to 
honor her. Let us make it an inviolable rule 
daily to offer some prayers, to perform some 
good works, and to practise some virtues in 
her honor. Let us often visit an altar or 
image dedicated to her honor. Let us never 
pass a day without saying, at least , two 
decades of the Kosary, reciting the Angelus, 
and practising some acts of mortification in 
her honor. Let us endeavor to acquire the 
holy habit of frequently invoking her sacred 
name, especially in time of temptation; for 
St. Liguori says that we may disperse a 
legion of evil spirits by calling on the names 
of Jesus and Mary with faith and confidence. 

Cultivate carefully, then, in your heart, 
devotion to the blessed Mother of God, and 
be sure that Mary will obtain for you great 
graces in return for the little acts of love and 
homage which you offer to her. In particular, 
do not neglect those devotions which are £0 
well approved, and so generally practised 1 y 
devout Catholics, such as the visits to the 
Blessed Virgin, the Litany, and the Kosary. 
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Month of Mary. 

The devotion of the Month of Mary 
consists in making the whole of May — 
the most charming month of the year 
— a continuous feast of thirty-one days 
in honor of the Queen of Heaven. It is 
productive of numerous graces and 
benedictions. The chief elements of 
the devotion are, the rich decoration of 
the sanctuaries, altars, and images of 
our Blessed Lady; the brilliant lights, 
which increase day after day, from the 
commencement to the solemn close of 
the month; the pious canticles harmon- 
ized and chanted, or, at least, repeated, 
by all the faithful: a short instruction or 
lecture, interspersed with some historic 
traits or facts, whose principal aim is 
to have us know, love, serve, invoke, and 
imitate holy Mary ; prayers for the 
spiritual and temporal wants of the 
people; and, lastly, Benediction of the 
Blessed Sacrament, when the exercise 
takes place in a church, with a parting 
anthem in praise of the Immaculate 
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Virgin, whom they had assembled to 
venerate, extol, praise, and supplicate. 

Pius VII., June 18, 1822, granted an indulgence of 
100 days, once a day, to those who honor the Blessed 
Virgin by some devout exercise. 

A plenary indulgence, once during the month, 
after confession and communion, and prayer for the 
intention of the Sovereign Pontiff. 


“ Memorare ” of St. Bernard to the 
Blessed Virgin. 

Remember, O most gracious Virgin 
Mary, that never was it known that any 
one who fled to thy protection, implored 
thy help, and sought thy intercession, 
was left unaided. Inspired with this 
confidence, I fly unto thee, O Virgin of 
virgins, my mother ! To thee I come; 
before thee I stand, sinful and sorrow- 
ful. O mother of the Word incarnate! 
despise not my petitions, but, in thy 
mercy, hear and answer me. Amen. 

His Holiness, Pius IX., July 26, 1846, granted every 
time this prayer is said:

I worship thee, 
great Queen, and give thee thanks for 
the many favors thou hast bestowed on 
me in the past ; most of all do I thank 
thee for having saved me from hell, 
which I had so often deserved. I love 
thee, lady most worthy of all love, and, 
by the love which I bear thee, I promise 
ever in the future to serve thee, and to 
do what in me lies to win others to thy 
love. In thee I put all my trust, all my 
hope of salvation. Receive me as thy 
servant, and cover me with the mantle 
of thy protection, thou who art the 
mother of mercy! And since thou hast 
so much power with God, deliver me 
from all temptations, or at least obtain 
for me the grace ever to overcome 
them. From thee I ask a true love of 
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Jesus Christ, and the grace of a happy 
death. O my mother! by thy love for 
God, I beseech thee to be at all times 
my helper, but, above all, at the last 
moment of my life. Leave me not un- 
til you see me safe in heaven, there for 
endless ages to bless thee and sing thy 
praises.

His Holiness, Pius IX., Sept. 7, 1854, granted to all 
who shall say this prayer before an image or picture 
of the Messed Virgin, an indulgence of 300 days. 

A plenary indulgence, once a month, to all those 
who have said it every day for a month.

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DEVOTION TO ST. JOSEPH. 


St. Joseph is the patron of the Catholic 
Church, the high steward and the dispenser 
of the treasures of heaven. Do we wish to 
obtain any grace from God, let us by all 
means call on him. What is impossible in 
the ordinary course of Providence becomes 
easy through St. Joseph’s intercession. For, 
how could our Lord refuse anything in heaven 
to him whom he wished to obey here on 
earth ? The consideration that St. Joseph is 
as kind as he is powerful, will contribute to 
increase our confidence in him. As being the 
foster-father of the Son of God, the chaste 
Spouse of the Blessed Virgin Mary, and the 
Patron of the entire Church, he looks upon 
all its children as his own. Having treated 
our Lord with such paternal care, and the 
Blessed Virgin with such unvarying fidelity, 
could he ever refuse his help to those whom 
Mary tenderly loves, and for whom Jesus 
suffered and died ? 

Trust your soul to the fatherly care of St. 
Joseph, and ask everyday from God the grace 
of a happy death, through the merits and 
intercession of him who had the happiness 
of dying assisted by Jesus and Mary. 
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Month op March. 

It is dedicated to St. Joseph, because 
the glorious Patriarch’s principal feast 
is celebrated in that mouth. Thus, it 
serves as a preparation for, and, as it 
were, an introduction to the delightful 
month of May. From the Bridegroom 
we go to the Bride. In truth, Joseph 
is the way to Mary — per Joseph ad 
Mariam . 

As in the case of that of Mary, the 
chief ingredients of the exercises pecu- 
liar to this blessed month are, a tasty 
decoration of his image or altar with 
flowers and lights, accompanied with 
prayers, canticles, sermons or lectures, 
or meditation on the worship of the 
saint, good works, &c. 

Although the devotion is in existence 
only a few years, it has its beneficent 
branches alread\ r extended far and near. 
Wherefore, on our part let us try to do 
something to honor him, as, for instance 
to keep a lamp lighting each day of 
this month before his statue or picture.

Devotion of the Six Sundays in ; 
honob of St. Aloysius Gonzaga. 

In order to increase the fervor of the faithful, and 
especially of youth, in devotion to the angelic youth, 
Aloysius, Clement XII., by two decrees or the S. Con- 
gregation of Indulgences, on the 11th December, 1739, 
and 7th January, 1740, grants a perpetual Plenary In- 
dulgence on each of the Six Sundays that are cele- 
brated in honor of the Saint, either before his feast 
(21st June), or at any other time during the year. To 

f ain these indulgences it is required that the said Six 
undays should be consecutive, not interrupted, and 
that on each the faithful should, after confession and 
communion, devote some time to pious meditations 
or vocal prayers, or to some other works of Christian 
piety in honor of the Saint. 

1st Sunday, St. Aloysius, model of com- 
punction of heart. 

2d Sunday, St. Aloysius, model of obedi- 
ence. 

3d Sunday, St. Aloysius, model of purity. 

4th Sunday, St. Aloysius, model of love 
of God. 

5th Sunday, St. Aloysius, model of devo- 
tion to the Blessed Virgin. 

6th Sunday, St. Aloysius, model of zeal 
for salvation of souls. 

Each Sunday recite, six times, Our Father, 
Hail Mary, and Glory be to the Father, as 
well to gain the holy indulgence as to obtain 
from Jesus, through the intercession of 
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Mary, the imitation of the six v J rtues of St. 
Aloysius, on which we meditate during this 
devotion. 

PRAYER TO ST. ALOYSIUS. 

O Blessed Aloysius, adorned with angelic 
graces, I, thy most unworthy suppliant, re- 
commend specially to thee the chastity of my 
soul and body, praying thee by thy angelic 
purity to plead tor me with Jesus Christ, the 
Immaculate Lamb, and his Holy Mother, 
Virgin of virgins, that they would vouchsafe 
to keep me from all grievous sin. O never 
let me be defiled with any stain of fleshly 
sin, but when thou dost see me in tempta- 
tion, or in danger of falling, then far from 
my heart remove all bad thoughts and un- 
clean desires, and awaken in me the memory 
of eternity to come and Jesus crucified: im- 
press deeply in my heart a sense of the holy 
rear of God; and thus kindling in me the fire 
of divine love, enable me so to follow thy 
footsteps here on earth, that in heaven with 
thee I may be made worthy to enjoy the 
vision of our God forever. Amen. 

Our Father, * * * Hail Mary. 

Pius VII., granted an indulgence of 100 days to all 
Who say the above prayer devoutly, with one Our 
Father and one Hail Mary. 
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“ Are they not all ministering spirits, sent to min' 
ister for them who shall receive the inheritance of 
salvation ? ” — Heb. i. 14. 

“ The Angels,” says St. Augustine, “love us 
as their fellow-citizens, and hope to see us fill 
up what has been lost to their own number by 
the fall of the rebel angels. For this reason 
they are always present with us, and watch over 
us with the greatest care. At all times, and in 
every place, they are ready to help us, and to 
provide for our wants. They walk with us in 
all our ways : going out and coming in, they 
follow us still, anxiously considering whether 
we live piously and purely in the midst of a 
wicked world. They assist those who labor ; 
they guard those who rest; they encourage those 
who fight; they crown those who conquer; they 
rejoice with the joyful, and sympathize with the 
suffering.

Devotion to the Souls in Purgatory. 

(by ST. ALPHONSUS LIGUORI.) 

The practice of recommending to God the 
souls in purgatory, that he may mitigate the 
great pains which they suffer, and that he may 
soon bring them to his glory, is most pleasing 
to the Lord, and most profitable to us. For 
these blessed souls are his eternal spouses, and 
most grateful are they to those who obtain their 
deliverance from prison, or even a mitigation of 
their torments. When, therefore, they arrive in 
heaven, they will be sure to remember all who 
have prayed for them. It is a pious belief that 
God manifests to them our prayers in their be- 
half, that they also may pray for us. It is true, 
these blessed souls are not in a state to pray for 
themselves, because they are, so to speak, crimi- 
nals atoning for their faults. However, because 
they are very dear to God, they can pray for us, 
and obtain for us the divine graces. St. Catha- 
rine of Bologna, when she wished to obtain any 
grace, had recourse to the souls in purgatory, 
and her prayers were heard immediately. She 
declared that, by praying to those holy souls, she 
obtained many favors which she had sought 
through the intercession of the saints without 
obtaining them. The graces which devout per- 
sons are said to have received through these holy 
souls are innumerable. 

But, if we wish for the aid of their prayers, it 
is just, it is even a duty, to relieve them by our 
suffrages. I say, it is even a duty ; for Christian 
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charity commands us to relieve our neighbors wh' 1 . 
stand in need of our assistance. But who among 
all our neighbors have so great need of our help 
as these holy prisoners? They are continually 
in that fire which torments more severely than 
any earthly fire. They are deprived of the sight 
of God, a torment far more excruciating than all 
other pains. Let us reflect that among these suf- 
fering souls are parents, or brothers, or relations 
and friends, who look to us for succor. Let us 
remember, moreover, that, being in the con- 
dition of debtors for their sins, they cannot as- 
sist themselves. This thought should urge us 
forward to relieve them to the best of our ability. 
By assisting them we shall not only give great 
pleasure to God, but will acquire also great merit 
for ourselves. And in return for our suffrages, 
these blessed souls will not neglect to obtain for 
us many graces from God, but particularly the 
grace of eternal life. I hold for certain that a 
soul delivered from Purgatory by the suffrages of 
a Christian, when she enters Paradise, will not 
fail to say to God: “Lord do not suffer to be 
lost that person who has liberated me from the 
prison of Purgatory, and has brought me to the 
enjoy ip nt of thy glory sooner than I had de- 
served ! ” 

St. Liguori then goes on to urge the faithful 
to do all in their power to relieve and liberate 
these blessed souls, by procuring masses to be 
said for them, by alms, and by their own fervent 
prayers.

tude ; thou hast adopted me for thy 
child ; thou hast admitted me to thy ta- 
ble ; thou hast given me a place in thy 
divine Heart ; and even yet, despite my 
continual prevarications, thou preparest 
me an everlasting blessedness; how 
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oould I ever forget so many benefits ! I 
will publish thy mercies, and will never 
cease to love thee with all the fervor 
of my heart. But, O my God, my heart 
is not full enough of love and fervor to 
be an offering worthy of thee. What, 
then, shall I give thee ? I will give thee 
thy Son. That Son, the most worthy 
object of thy complacency, will supply 
my inability. O Lord, look not on me, 
but on this divine offering. 

THE PREFACE. 

Lift up, O Lord, do thou thyself lift 
up, my heart to thee. Take from it all 
unholy thoughts, all earthly affections. 
Lift it wholly up to heaven, where thy 
Heart is worthily adored, and to the 
altar where it is about to manifest itself 
to me. My life is but one continual 
succession of thy mercies, let it be one 
continual succession of thanksgivings ; 
and as thou art now about to renew the 
greatest of all sacrifices, is it not meet 
that 1 should burst forth in expressions 
of heartfelt gratitude? Suffer me then. 
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to join my feeble voice with the voices of 
all the heavenly spirits, and in union 
with them to say, in transports of joy and 
admiration : Holy, holy, holy is the Heart 
of Jesus, the worthy object of the divine 
complacency, and of the homage of heaven 
and earth. The whole earth is full of 
its glory and its mercy ; let my heart be 
full also of its love. 

THE CANON. 

O God, infinitely holy, if my sins pro- 
voke thee, and make me abominable in 
thy sight, look upon the Lamb without 
spot, who is going to immolate himself 
to take away the sins of the world, and, 
beholding his merits, remember not my 
ingratitude. Remember only that I have 
been graciously admitted into the Heart 
of thy divine Son, and am intimately 
united to it. This Heart, infinitely mer- 
ciful, prayed for me on Calvary, and will 
soon renew the sacrifice of itself for me. 

O my God, would that I had all the 
sorrow which filled the Heart of Jesus, 
the man of sorrows, when, weighed 
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down under the heavy burden of my 
sins, and ready to expiate them by cruel 
torments, he wept grievously in the Gar- 
den of Olives, and, all covered with 
bloody sweat, made for me an act of rep- 
aration to thy outraged Majesty, implor- 
ing thy mercy with deep sighs and 
groans ! I earnestly desire this perfect 
sorrow. I confess that I have sinned 
exceedingly in offending thee, by repay- 
ing thy benefits with outrages and in- 
sults. There is nothing I would not do 
to expiate mv innumerable sins ; I would 
willingly shed my blood to satisfy thy 
justice. 


THE CONSECRATION. 

But what do I behold upon the altar? 
Is it not that holy Victim which shall 
reconcile me to my God ? O my soul, this 
bread will become the body of the Son 
of God, and this wine, his blood ; and 
this most marvelous change will be 
wrought by one word. There needed 
but one word to create this vast universe ; 
that same word will this day work 
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the greatest of all wonders, and will 
renew* it even to the end of the world. 
Mary, Mother of God, and all ye blessed 
spirits who surround the throne of the 
Most High, holy men and women, saints 
of God, come ye and witness this mira- 
cle of love, which is the pledge of my 
salvation. 

O my soul, enter into thyself ; believe 
that Jesus Christ is really present in 
the holy Eucharist. Yes, my God, this 
is thy body, this is thy blood : thou hast 
said it ; I am silent before thee ; I believe, 
I adore. 


AFTER THE CONSECRATION. 

O Jesus, victim of thy love for me, 
touch my heart ; communicate to me at 
this moment all the ardent affections of 
the saints who have loved thee with the 
deepest tenderness, and all the burning 
adorations of the seraphim, whose bless- 
ed privilege it is always to behold thee. 
Kindle in my heart the devouring fire 
that consumes thine own, that, animated 
with thy spirit, I may live a life alto- 
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gether new. O my Saviour, thou stand- 
est ever before thy Father ; thou showest 
him the marks of thy wounds and the 
opening in thy Heart ; thou ever livest 
to make intercession for us. And dost 
thou not perform the same ministry upon 
this altar? Occupied wholly with my 
needs, thou layest them before thy Fa- 
ther ; thou presentest thy Heart to 
him, to appease his anger and obtain 
his grace for me. O divine Lord, I lay 
all my petitions at thy feet ; vouchsafe 
to present them to thy Father. I pray 
for the conversion of sinners, the perse- 
verance of the just, and the triumph of 
our holy religion. O Jesus, who didst 
die for all men, bring back to the fold of 
thy Church those who are separated 
from it. Enlighten all infidels and her- 
etics ; bless the efforts of those who labor 
to convert them. Have pity on the souls 
of the faithful departed ; remit to them 
their debts, and grant them a place of 
refreshment, light, and peace, I beseech, 
thee particularly to have compassion ow 
{Name them). 
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O my Father, if it be permitted that a 
guilty child call by so tender a name a 
God whom he hath so often offended, 
^ grant that I may ever labor for the glo- 
ry of thy holy name, that in all things I 
may do thy will, and sigh unceasingly 
for thy heavenly kingdom. Feed me 
with the bread of heaven, with which 
thou feedest the beloved children of thy 
Heart. Let the forgiveness which thou 
didst grant thy murderers be my model 
in forgiving those who have injured me ; 
give me superiors, both spiritual and 
temporal, that love thee, and friends 
that serve thee faithfully ; and if ever I 
expose myself to sin, do thou deliver me 
from the danger, that I may never outr 
rage thy divine Heart. 

THE AGNUS DEL 

Lamb of God, who takest away the 
sins of the world, have mercy on me* 
Give me the peace which the world can- 
not give: peace with thee, by a true re- 
conciliation and a perfect submission to 
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thy will ; peace with myself, by the sub- 
jection of my passions ; peace with my 
neighbor, by the union of a sincere 
charity with all the children of men. 
Give peace to the world, by the extinc- 
tion of wars and divisions. 

THE COMMUNION. 

If you are to communicate , say: 

Is there any love to be compared with 
thine, my Saviour ! It was on the cross 
that thou didst offer thy sacrifice, and it 
is in my heart that thou desirest to con- 
summate it. O my God, is it possible 
that thou choosest for thy abode a heart 
so wretched? Alas, I am nothing but a 
sinner! Whence is it, Lord, that, despite 
all my unworthiness, thou desirest me to 
sit down at thy table? Since thus it is, 
speak but the word and my soul shall 
be healed ; say to me, as thou didst say 
to the woman that was a sinner : Thy 
sins are forgiven. Make me hear the 
words which thou didst speak to Zac- 
cheus : Make haste ; for this day I must 
abide in thy house. 
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If you are not to communicate, say: 

O my most loving Saviour, since I 
have not the happiness of receiving thee 
this day, suffer me to gather up the pre- 
cious crumbs that fall from thy table, and 
to unite myself to thy divine Heart, by 
faith, hope, and charity. I confess I do 
not deserve thy children’s bread ; but I 
venture humbly to declare that, away 
from thee, my soul is dried up with 
thirst, and my heart cast down with 
faintness. Come then, O my divine Je- 
sus ! and take up thy abode within me. 
Come into my mind, and illuminate it 
with thy light ; come into my heart, and 
enkindle in it the fire of thy love, and 
unite it so intimately with thy own, that 
it may be no longer I that live, but thou 
that Hvest in me, and reignest in me for 
ever. 

THE POST COMMUNION. 

Learn of me, for I am meek and hum- 
ble of heart, and you shall find rest to 
your souls ; my yoke is sweet, and my 
burden light. 
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Lord, we have had the happiness of 
being admitted into the sanctuary of thy 
divine Heart, give us grace that we may 
abide therein forever ; so that we may 
obtain the happiness which thou hast pre- 
pared for thy elect; through thy Son, 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Amen. 

THE BENEDICTION . 

O Heart of Jesus, I will not depart t31 
thou hast blessed me. Bless me in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost ; and let thy blessing 
descend upon all those for whom I ought 
to pray. 

THE LAST GOSPEL. 

O eternal Word, who wast made man 
that thou mightest make men the chil- 
dren of God, I thank thee for this un- 
speakable grace. How great is the bless- 
ing I enjoy, not only of bearing the name, 
but of being indeed the child of God. 
Grant, O my Jesus, that I may preserve 
this blessed title, by faithfully imitating 
thy sacred Heart, and showing myself al- 
ways filled with love for thy holy law. 
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If I remain faithful, thou assurest me 
that I shall be co-heir with thee, and 
shall enjoy the happiness which thou 
hast purchased for us with thy precious 
blood ; and this I hope to obtain through 
thy infinite mercy. 

AFTER MASS. 

How great will be my happiness, O 
Lord, if, by assisting at this divine sac- 
rifice, I have received all the graces 
which thou grantest to those who bring 
thereto a lively faith and a pure heart 
Accept, I beseech thee, the reparation 
which I offer thy divine majesty for all 
the sins of which I have been guilty be- 
fore thy holy altar. I am going to occu- 
py myself with those duties in the world 
to which thy providence hath called me. 
Grant that I may have before my mind 
thy patience in adversities, thy obedi- 
ence to Joseph and Mary, and thy ten- 
der charity in bearing with all men. 
Strengthen me against all temptations ; 
preserve me from all sin ; make me firm 
and immovable in the faith ; in fine, trans- 
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form me into thyself, O Jesus, so that 
thy Heart and my heart may be united 
In one, both in time and in eternity. 

Amen. 
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SCAPULAR OF THE SACRED HEART. 

A PRESERVATIVE AGAINST CONTAGIOUS 
DISEASES. 

When the terrible pestilence of 1720 was 
raging in Marseilles, and mowing down, day 
by day, its thousand and more victims, as was 
certified by the Bishop of that city himself, 
before the assembly of the clergy, there dwelt 
at Marseilles, in the odor of sanctity, a Nun 
of the Visitation, named Magdalen Remusat 
a fervent worshipper of the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus. At her solicitation, the bishop, in 
order to avert the scourge, solemnly conse- 
crated the whole city and diocese to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus Christ, and so marvel- 
lous and prompt were the effects of this con- 
secration, that all men held them to be mira- 
culous. From that time forth, Sister Magda- 
len advised all to wear upon their breast, in 
the form of a scapular, as a preservative 
against infection, the image of the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus, with the inscription, “ Cease; 
the Heart of Jesus is with me.” 
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The pious practice, which spread greatly 
by means of the Nuns of the Visitation, was 
of marvellous efficacy in all subsequent cases 
of contagion, as seen in 1866, in the city and 
diocese of Amiens, and in 1867, in Lombardy 
and various other parts of Italy. 

This scapular consists of an image of the 
Sacred Heart mounted upon a square of white 
woollen, with the inscription : 

“ Cease ; the Heart of Jesus is with me.” 

By a rescript of the 28th day of October, 
1872, His Holiness, Pius IX., cordially granted 
an indulgence of 100 days to be gained every 
day by the Christian Faithful who wear the 
badge of the Sacred Heart, provided they 
recite some pious prayer, such as the Our 
Father , Hail Mary , Glory he to the Father , or 
the following : 

“ Open thy Sacred Heart to me, O most 
sweet Jesus ! Manifest its charms to me ; 
unite me to it forever. May all the as- 
pirations and throbs of my heart, which 
beats unceasingly, even during sleep, be 
a pledge of my love, and repeat con- 
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tinuaJly to Thee: I love Thee. Receive 
the little good I do, and grant me grace 
to atone for sin, so that I may praise 
Thee in time, and bless Thee in eternity. 
Amen. 


CONFRATERNITY OF THE MOST 
SACRED HEART OF JESUS. 

The object of this Confraternity is to 
honor the Divine Heart of Jesus; to 
render him love for love; to thank him 
for all his mercies and favors, especial* 
Iv for the institution of the Blessed 
Eucharist; and to make him reparation 
for the coldness and ingratitude with 
which his infinite charity is repaid by 
the generality of Christians. “ It is 
this I feel more than all I suffered in 
my Passion,” our Lord said to the 
Blessed Margaret Mary Alacoque. “If 
men would only return my love, I 
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‘Would count all 1 have done for them as 
nothing; but, instead of that, 1 receive 
from them, for the most part, only 
coldness and ingratitude. Do thou, at 
least, atone for their ungratefulness as 
far as thou art able.” The spirit of 
devotion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus 
may be gathered from these words of 
our Lord. It is two-fold: JFirst, to 
make the love of that Sacred Heart 
for us the subject of frequent and af- 
fectionate meditation, and to aim at 
making a return of love for such infi- 
nite love. Secondly , to mourn over 
and to endeavor to make atonement 
for the many insults and outrages to 
which he was subjected during his 
mortal life, and which, unhappily, he 
still so frequently meets with, especial- 
ly in the most holy Sacrament of the 
altar. 

A special devotion to the Blessed 
Sacrament is intimately connected with 
that to the Sacred Heart: 1. Because 
such is the evident intention of our 
Blessed Lord as evidenced in the cir- 
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cumstances under which he instituted 
the devotion of the Sacred Heart. 2. 
Because the Sacred Heart of Jesus is 
really present, along with his soul and 
divinity, in the most holy sacrament. 
3 . Because his Sacramental Presence 
on our altars is most evident proof of 
that intense love for us with which his 
most Sacred Heart is filled. 4 . Be- 
cause, as our Blessed Lord nowhere 
meets with more neglect and insult 
than in this very sacrament of his love, 
so therefore, should the blessed euchar- 
ist be the special object towards which 
the members of the Confraternity of 
the Sacred Heart should direct their 
acts of reparation and atonement. 

Indulgences . 

Granted in perpetuity by the Sove- 
reign Pontiffs, Pius VII., Leo XII., 
ana Gregory XVI,, to the members of 
the Pious Union of the Most Sacred 
Heart of Jesus, canonically erected m 
Rome, in the church of Sta. Maria 
delta Pace , and which, by a brief dated 
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12th Janaary, 1803, are extended to all 
other Confraternities of the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus, duly aggregated to 
the above. 

1. Plenary, on the day of admisssion 
— (7th March, 1801). Usual conditions. 

2. Plenary, on the Feast of Sacred 
Heart, or Sunday following. — (7th 
March, 1801, — 12th July, 1803.) Usual 
conditions. 

3. Plenary, on the first Friday or 
first Sunday of each month.— (15th 
July, 1803, — 7th July, 1815.) Usual 
conditions. 

4. Plenary, on one other day in each 
month. — (15th November, 1802.) Usual 
conditions. 

5. Plenary, at the moment of death. 
— (7th March, 1801.) 

6. Seven years and seven quarantines 
on each of the four Sundays preceding 
the Feast of the Sacred Heart. 

7. Finally, an indulgence of sixty 
days for every pious work performed 
by members. — (7th March, 1801.) 

Members, to be entitled to the fore- 
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going indulgences, are required to re* 
cite habitually every day the prayers 
of the Confraternity, namely, the 
Lord’s Prayer, Hail Mary, and Creed* 
with the aspiration, “ Dearest Heart of 
Jesus, grant that I may love thee ever 
more and more.” 

By an Apostolic Brief, dated 2d 
April, 1805, the following additional 
indulgences have been granted in per- 
petuity to members of this Confrater- 
nity. 

8. They who visit the church of the 
Confraternity on the days marked in 
the Roman Missal, and there pray ac- 
cording to the intentions of the Sove- 
reign Pontiff, can gain the indulgences 
called those of the Roman Stations of 
which the following is a list: — 

Lent . — An indulgence of 15 years and 
15 quarantines on Ash Wednesday, 
and on the fourth Sunday. One of 
25 years and 25 quarantines on Palm 
Sunday. Plenary on Holy Thurs- 
day. Usual conditions, besides the 
visit alluded to above. 30 years and 
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30 quarantines on Good Friday and 
on Holy Saturday. 10 years and 10 
quarantines on every other day in 
Lent. 

Easter. — Easter Day. — Plenary ; same 
conditions as on Holy Thursday. 30 
years and 30 quarantines on each 
day to Low Sunday, inclusively. 

Ascension. — Plenary ; same conditions 
as on Holy Thursday. 

Pentecost . — 10 years and 10 quarantines 
on the Vigil. 30 years and 30 quar- 
antines on the Feast, and each day 

. during the Octave to Saturday, in- 
clusively. 

Advent . — 15 years and 15 quarantines 
oil third Sunday. — 10 years and 10 
quarantines on each of the other Sun- 
days. 

Christmas . — 15 years and 15 quaran- 
tines on Vigil; also, for assisting at 
midnight Mass, and the same for the 
Mass of the Aurora. Plenary on 
Feast; conditions as on Holy Thurs- 
day. 30 years and 30 quarantines on 
each of the three days immediately 
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following Christmas, on the Circumci- 
sion, Epiphany, and also on each of 
the Sundays of Septuagesima, Sexa- 
gesima, and Quinquagesima. 

Quarter - Tense. — On each quarter-tense 
day; 10 years and 10 quarantines. 

St. Mark's and Rogation days. — 30 
years and 30 quarantines, each day. 

9. Moreover, by a Brief, dated 2d 
April, 1805, a Plenary Indulgence is 
granted to Associates on the following 
feasts: Immaculate Conception, Nativ- 
ity of the Blessed Virgin Mary, Annun- 
ciation, Purification, and Assumption; 
All Saints, Commemoration of All 
Souls, St. Joseph, SS. Peter and Paul, 
and St. John the Evangelist. The con- 
ditions for gaining these are, Confes- 
sion, Communion, and a visit to a 
church of confraternity. 

10. 7 years and 7 quarantines on the 
other Feasts of the Blessed Virgin and 
those of the other Apostles, on condi- 
tion of visiting the church of the con- 
fraternity. 

The indulgences under the numbers, 
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8, 9, and 10, to gain which a visit to 
the church or chapel of the confrater- 
nity is required, can still be gained by 
associates, who, from infirmity or other 
sufficient cause, are prevented from 
making the prescribed visit, on condi- 
tion of their fulfilling some other pious 
work which can be enjoined, once for 
all, in its stead by their confessor. 

11. An indulgence of seven years 
and seven quarantines may be gained 
on each day of the Novena or Triduo 
in preparation for the Feast of the 
Sacred Heart, by visiting devoutly a 
church or public oratory in which the 
Feast is celebrated, and praying there 
for some time according to the inten- 
tions of the Sovereign Pontiff (4th 
March, 1806; 21st May, 1828.) 

12. A Plenary Indulgence is granted 
on each of the six Fridays or six Sun- 
days immediately preceding the Feast 
of the Sacred Heart, to those who, hav- 
ing confessed and communicated, shall 
visit a church or oratory where the 
Feast is kept, and pray there as before 
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stated (4th March, 1806 .) The visit to 
a church, prescribed for the Indulgen- 
ces under numbers 11 and 12, can be 
commuted by their confessors into 
some other pious work in favor of 
those who are unable to make the 
visit. 

All the indulgences granted to the 
Confraternity of the Sacred Heart can 
be gained by the faithful, in whatever 
part of the world they may be, where 
there does not exist a confraternity of 
the Sacred Heart, or where there is a 
difficulty of getting affiliated with the 
Arch-confraternity at Rome, provided 
always that they fulfil with exactitude 
the prescribed works (Pius VII, 15th 
May, 1816.) 

13. Finally, a Plenary Indulgence is 
granted to associates on the Feast of 
St. Gregory the Great (March 12.) 
The conditions of which are, Confes- 
sion, Communion, and visit to the 
church of the confraternity, with pray- 
er offered for the Pope’s intention 
(Gregory XVI., 20th June, 1834.) The 
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above indulgences are all applicable to 
the souls in Purgatory. 


Perpetual Adoration of the Sacred 
Heart. 

Every member of the Society of the 
Sacred Heart may have himself enroll- 
ed for the Perpetual Adoration, which 
is intended as a means of procuring for 
this Adorable Heart a continual cultus 
or worship and expression of thanks- 
giving, in grateful recognition of the 
love for us with which this divine 
heart is filled. Those who enter them- 
selves for the Perpetual Adoration are 
to make choice of some one or more 
days in the year; this day, or these 
days, they are to consecrate to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus in the following 
manner. 1. They are to receive de- 
voutly the sacraments of penance and 
the Blessed Eucharist . 2. They are to 

visit a church or public oratory, and 
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there offer their prayers for the Sove- 
reign Pontiff and all those in the sacred 
ministry, for the exaltation of the 
Church, for the extirpation of heresy, 
for the conversion of sinners, for peace 
and concord amongst Christian princes, 
for all those associated in this holy ex- 
ercise, and for the holy souls in purga- 
tory. 3. They are to renew their bap- 
tismal vows, as well as any others that 
they may at any time heretofore have 
made. 4. They are to make about one 
hour’s prayer, either vocal or mental, at 
some time during the day. If, for some 
valid reason, this hour of prayer cannot 
be performed at one time, it is permit- 
ted to perform it at intervals during 
the day. 5. In order that this cultus 
may suitably represent that perpetual 
■fire, which never shall go out on the 
altar ( Lev . vi. 13), they are to offer up 
frequently during the day some ejacu- 
latory prayer in honor of the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus. They who perform 
the above may gain on each occasion a 
Plenary Indulgence, applicable to the 
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eonls in Purgatory (Leo XI. 18th Feb., 
1826; Greg. XVI., 20th June, 1834). 


Apostleship op Pbayeb. 

The object of this Association is to 
induce Christians to take to heart the 
interests so dear to the Heart of Jesus, 
and to lead them to become as so many 
apostles for their promotion. This 
holy work of advancing the glory of 
God and extending the reign of his 
grace is to be accomplished by means 
of prayer. The spirit of this Associa- 
tion is precisely the same as that of the 
Confraternity of the Sacred Heart, 
with which, consequently, it is intimate- 
ly connected. 

All the indulgences granted to the 
Confraternity of the Sacred Heart may 
be gained by members of this Associa- 
tion, and, in addition, the following — 
Plenary: 1. On day of reception. 2. 
On the Feasts of the Sacred Heart of 
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Jesus and of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion of the B. V. M. 3. On one Friday 
in each month, and also on one other 
day in the month at choice of members. 
The conditions for gaining these indul- 
gences are, Confession, Communion, 
visit to a church, and prayer according 
to the Pope’s intentions. Moreover, 
by a brief dated 21st Jan., 1850, all 
those who make each month a quarter 
of an hour’s adoration before the Bless- 
ed Sacrament, endeavoring to appease 
the Divine Majesty, can gain a Plenary 
Indulgence on the following occasions: 
1. On the day of the month assigned 
them for the performance of this devo- 
tion. 2. On Holy Thursday. 3. At the 
hour of death. Conditions as above. 

An indulgence of 100 days is attach- 
ed to the prayers and good works per- 
formed in accordance with the recom- 
mendations issued by the Director of 
the Association at the beginning of 
each month. Members are required to 
say, each day, the Lord’s Prayer, Hail 
Mary, Creed, and the verse, “Dearest 
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Heart of Jesus, grant that I may love 
Thee daily more and more.” All the 
above indulgences are applicable to thei 
souls in Purgatory 


Statutes of the Pious Association 

OF THE ApOSTLESHIP OF PRAYER. 

( Approved by the Sacred Congregation of 

Bishops, and Confirmed by the Sove- 
reign Pontiff .) 

Article I. The Association of Prayer 
is neither a Sodality nor Confraternity 
in the strict sense of the term, but 
rather a kind of League of Prayer, in 
which not only the individual faithful, 
but still more, the pious Associations 
of believers, are invited to join. Hence, 
it is as little bound by the formalities 
requisite for the establishment of a 
Confraternity as the Association for 
the Propagation of the Faith, the ob- 
jeot of which it serves to advance. 

Article II. The sole condition im- 
posed on the Associates of the Apostle- 
ship of Prayer, in order that they may 
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share in the privileges granted to th* 
Association bv the Holy See, is that 
they should make all the intentions of 
the Most Sacred Heart of Jesus their 
own. by offering up at least once a day, 
their daily prayers , works and trials , 
for the end for which Christ our Lord 
ever prays and offers himself in sacri- 
fice, especially for the Universal 
Church, for the Sovereign Pontiff, as 
well as for certain other urgent needs 
recommended each month by the 
General Director of the whole Associa- 
tion. 

Article III. The Association of 
Prayer having been, by a Diploma 
dated 8th April, 1861, affiliated to the 
Arch-Confraternity of the S. Heart of 
Jesus, established at Rome in the 
Church della Pace , all the faithful who 
are members of the Association of 
Prayer, may, by that very fact, share 
in every indulgence and spiritual favor 
granted to the Arch-Confraternity 
aforesaid. 

Article IV. Religious communities, 
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who may claim the foremost place, in 
this league of prayer, are especially in- 
vited to enter into it, and even those 
may be admitted, whose rules preclude 
them from undertaking any additional 
duty, for the union of our intentions 
with those of the most Sacred Heart of 
Jesus, cannot be regarded as such. 
Religious communities, desirous of be- 
ing affiliated, may obtain their wish by 
enrolling the names of each of their 
members in a Register drawn up by the 
Superior of each community, by the 
leave of the Director-General of the 
Apostleship, and sending an accurate 
copy of the same, that it may be enter- 
ed in the General Register. The Supe- 
rior of the community will give to each 
one a ticket of affiliation. 

Article V. Religious communities, 
hospitals, boarding schools of religious, 
even whole parishes, may be affiliated 
in the manner aforesaid. But each 
member of these several Associations 
mu*t be enrolled on a particular Regis- 
ter, and receive a ticket of affiliation 
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from the Superior or Parish Priest, of 
any' other person appointed thereto 
by the Director-General or any Central 
Director. Nor shall any one be held to 
have ceased to belong to the Associa- 
tion in consequence of having left any 
of these Associations of which he was 
a member. 

Article VI. Those of the faithful 
who are not members of any Confrater- 
nity or Association affiliated to the 
Association of Prayer, may be admit- 
ted into it by having their names en- 
tered on the Registers kept by these 
several communities or associations al- 
ready affiliated, and receiving a ticket 
of admission. It is left to each person 
to appoint the day of his admission, 
whereon he may gain the Plenary In- 
dulgence attached thereto. 

Article VII. The General-Director 
of the Association may not only issue 
diplomas of affiliation, but may further 
empower Local Directors to issue the 
same in his name in a determinate 
number. 
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Article VIII. In every country 
where the Apostieship of Prayer is, or 
shall hereafter be, established, it shall 
be lawful for the GenerahDirector to 
appoint Central Directors, who may 
give diplomas of affiliation to commu- 
nities, parishes, and other associations, 
and though the names have to be sent 
up to the General-Director, their ad- 
mission shall be held to date from the 
day whereon they have received their 
diploma from the Central Director. 

Article IX. In no diocese shall the 
Apostieship be established, but with 
the consent of the local Ordinary, 
whose jurisdiction over the associates 
living in his diocese must remain un- 
touched, according to the tenor of the 
Sacred Canons ana Apostolic Constitu- 
tions. 

At an audience granted to the Secre- 
tary of the Sacred Congregation of 
Bishops and Regulars, on the 27th July, 
1866, His Holiness approved and con* 
firmed the statutes set forth above. 

At a further audience on 24th May, 
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1867, the Holy Father granted the 
petition of the Bishop of Puy, and has 
commanded that the Statutes be so far 
amended that the Local Directors be 
not bound to send to the General- 
Director their lists of associates, and 
that the giving of tickets of admission 
be dispensed with in those cases only 
in which it is impossible to give them, 
and lastly, that the General-Director 
of this pious Union be one of the 
Fathers of the Society of Jesus, to be 
appointed by the General of said 
Society, for the time being.
